This bill authorizes automated pharmacies in long-term care facilities; sets forth the regulatory requirements and sets the registration
and registration renewal fee at twenty percent of pharmacy licensure or renewal fee.

This bill will increase cash fund revenues and cash fund expenditures. The amount cannot be determined as it is unknown how many
nursing facilities would implement automated pharmacies. There is likely a sufficient amount of cash fund authority in the budget to
handle the increased expenditures.

Explanation of Estimate:

It is difficult to determine the number of long term pharmacies that may be created with the passage of LB 326.
If 100 new long term care automated pharmacies would seek registration, at least 25 additional pharmacy
inspections would be required each year. If this minimal increase of inspections results from the
implementation of LB 326, current resources should be able to handle the increased workload. A larger
number of pharmacy inspections resulting from LB 326 would require a re-evaluation of fiscal impact.
